TO THE AID OF JAPAN 


The earthquake iu Japan is the greatest 


disaster of the kind in the history of the 
Tvorld. 
It is excelled in the magnitude 


of its toll only by war and pestilence, 
and not, many times by either. 
The dead 


may 
number 
in the hundreds of thou- 


sands. The shock has destroyed large cit- 
ies, ajid the capital and principal seaport 
of Japan, irith a combined population of 
nearly 3.000.0007 are largely ruins. The 
quake was so severe it is reported to have 
materially altered the topography of Ja- 
pan, and whole islands are said to have 
disappeared. 
The scale and destructive- 


ness of the disturbance are beyond human 
comprehension, except tO; those who have 
been through a similar experience. 


' Today that portion of Japan swept by 


earth tremors, spouting volean'oes. crum- 
"bling mountains, tidal waves and fire is 
in the grip of the most terrible of all emo- 
tions. fear. 
^Millions face not only the 


terror of their surroundings, but tbe 
agony that comes from utter helplessness 
and the prospect of starvation. Their 
need is very great. /They must have as- 
sistance immediately. 


As was to be expected, the United 


States is already on the "way with food 
and other relief. President Coolidge is 
giving the succor of Japan his attention 
ahead of all other executive duties. He 
has directed the state, war and navy de- 
partments to "go the limit" in extend- 
ing aid. An appeal for 85.000.000 has 
been made by the American Red Cross. 
The apportionment to the central divi- 
sion, which includes Wisconsin, is SSOO.- 
000. 
The entire sum will be raised, and 


speedily. 
American sympathy for Ja- 


pan will be found to be genuine and re- 
sponsive. Out of our assistance new un- 
derstandings and bonds may grow up that 
will go far to dissipate the prejudices of 
those who have held that a conflict of in- 
terests would sooner or later lead to war. 
"Whatever ^e do for Japan will be a good 
investment, quite aside from the humani- 
tarian motives that alone impel us to act. 
The "United States should, and we have 
no doubt will, lead the world in generous- 
ness of aid rushed to stricken Japan. 


LET'S BE OURSELVES AGAIN 
Since the conclusion of the world war 


the United States has been the un-United 
States. All the strong forces in our poli- 
tics, in our business, in our government, 
in our society, in our literature, in our cul- 
ture, even in our religion, have been and 
arc radical and reactionary. 
"We have 


been and arc in conflict with ourselves, 
and our nation is n house divided against 
itself. 


America could not have entered tho 


-war if the groups and classes which 
com- 


pose its citizenship had not been one of 
mind nnd one of heart, jf they had not 
been American, and had not bc-ljovcd in 
freedom and justice. 
They were united 


5n thought and purpose, and the results 
troro such as to impress the world with 
the might and idealism of the United 
Stales.

. jnocr.icy survive* and prospers throush 


<harily. becaw-e men love ono nnotliT

A TEST OF ITALY, TOO 


The League of Nations was orgnnix.cd 


to handle just such bucking bronchos as 
Mussolini. The premier of Italy tells the 
world that if Ihe League interferes in the 
little personal affair with Greece Italy will 
withdraw its membership. He is quoted as 
saying that the covenant does not apply 
to 
such 
cases 
as the Janina dispute, 


on the ground that it speaks only of a sit- 
uation where there is "danger of war.'' 
AVith a flourish of the hand. Mussolini 
says there is no danger <if war. that it is 
simply a question of tho execution of jus- 
tice, with Italy as the executioner. 
In 


other words. Greece is to have nothing to 
say about the amends she makes, she is to 
accept nil of the demands made upon her 
no matter how humiliating and degrading 
they may be. It is on this hypothesis that 
Mussolini reaches the conclusion that 
there is no danger of war and the League 
has no right to interfere. 


This is "justice with a vengeance. 
It 


leaves out of consideration altogether 
questions as to the identity of the assas- 
sins, as to whether they were Greeks or 
Albanians., and as to what the motives 
werevba*k-<)f the crime, as,well as other 
controversial matters. If Italy is left to 
deal with Greece in this fashion, there 
can be but one logical outcome of the is- 
sue and that is war. Xo nation, no mat- 
ter how weak and ill-prepared for hostili- 
ties, could afford to be trampled on and 
spat upon without offering resistance. 
Moreover, the haste and violence with 
which Mussolini laid hands on Greek ter- 
ritory and occupied the island of Corfu 
was a provocative act that might reason- 
ably he held to constitute a cause of war. 


"\Te think it is a sinister ambition of 


Italy that is at work in this case rather 
than herlionor. ' Her attitude displays all 
the earmarks of aggression. There is 
nothing in the controversy, or in the 
crime of which Italy -complains, that 
should not make it a subject for League 
adjudication. There is nothing in Greece's 
attitude which in the slightest manner „ 
challenges Italy's full right to satisfaction 
or that indicates a desire to evade her re- 
sponsibilities. For these reasons the form 
and extent of satisfaction to which Italy 
is entitled is a proper subject for arbitra- 
tion. The demands laid upon Greece are 
so nearly impossible of fulfillment as to be 
incompatible with her sovereignty. They 
raise a difference between the two nations 
that can hardly be reconciled without in- 
justice or without war to prevent injus- 
tice. 


It 
is to 
meet such an emergency 


that the League of Nations was created. 
It would be subversive of the League it- 
self to deny its right to jurisdiction. 
This seems to be. nevertheless, the posi- 
tion that Mussolini takes. 
Rather than 


permit the League to adjust the issue with 
Greece on a basis of justice and fairness 
he threatens to withdraw 
from the 


League. Mussolini would not dare to do 
it if England snd France made suitably 
strong representations to him on his du- 
ties under Italian membership in the 
League. He 'would not do it if the United 
States were in the League. He is attempt- 
ing to do it only because he believes Eu- 
ropean jealousies and discord, particular- 
ly 
the 
differences which momentarily 


separate England and France, will per- 
mit him to get away with defiance of the 


j League and with the man-handling of 


Greece. The present incident is not only 
a test of the League of Nations, but it is 
a test of the fitness of the Italian nation 
to be a member of such an organization.

WARTS 


No day seems quite perfect without at least one 


letter from some one who has an Infallible and. of 
course, more or less mysterious remedy for warts. 
The more mysterious the better. 
From the small 


boy who believes warts como from handling toads, 
to'the queer old "yarh doctor" who (for* two bits) 
gives the credulous victim an incantation or charm 
warranted to effect their disappearance, all the vag- 
aries are given free reign in coping with this famil- 
iar condition. It generally rains now and then, aaid 
sometimes a rainmaker is fortunate enough to oper- 
ate just before a shower. Likewise warts come and 
go without rhyme or reason: hence a thousand rem- 
edies acquire a potency which la unfailing—until 
somebody trios them. 


Warts may be produced by inoculation into the 


skin of fragments of warts from another person, 
but no specific germ has been determined, though 
a bacillus isolated from warts produces similar 
lesions on the skin of rabbits. Probably the greater 
frequency of warts on the hands of children is ex- 
plained by infection; the particularly susceptibil- 
ity of little boys with dirty hands or little boys of 
the dirty hand's age. is a suspicious circumstance. 
Warts rarely appear on the soles, where they cause 
much annoyance and if not carefully examined 
are likely to be mistaken for corns; these plantar 
warts further suggest an infectious origin, clean 
feet being much less popular than clean hands. 
The peculiar rough tuft of hypertropheid papillae 
at the top of a wart, surrounded perhaps by hard- 
ened or horny epidermis like that of a corn, dis- 
tinguishes warts from corns generally.

—are a deep dark mystery fi me. unless that is a 
favorite name for any and all warts.

the "kin of the face or elsewhere.

Figuration—sparking with high frequency cur- 


rent—is a good method of causing the disappear- 
ance of one or two warts. 


Freezing with solidified carbon dioxide is another 


valuable method in the hands only of a competent 
physician.

The daily application to the wart alone and not tho 


surrounding skin of the well known corn remedy— 
SO grains of salicylic acid dissolved in half an ounce 
of flexible collodion—is quite as effective for warts 
as it is for corns. 
Single warts on the face should be removed only 


by the surgeon, never treated by the amateur.

How many cups of unpopped corn contains 100 


calories?—W. B. A. 


Answer—A cupful is a variable quantity, but pop 


corn has the same fuel or carbolic value as/oats 
and about twice the value of beefsteak. A pound of 
popcorn yields about 1,900 calories: no food/ value 
is lost in the popping. Rather less than an/ounce 
(perhaps one-sixth of a cupful) would give 100 cal- 
ories: that amount popped would fill the ordinary 
sack the popcorn man sells for a nick. Then add 
the dash of butter or oleo—perhaps another 10. or 
20 calories. Excellent food, fine for the teeth and a 
good natural ^timulus to the digestive process in 
the Intestines.

In the record of marrfages in the 


city registrar's office in Boston may 
be found this entry: 


Thomas Fleet—Eliz'beth Goose. 
Eev. Dr. Cotton Mather Presbyn 


Jur.e 8, 1715. 


This-Elizabeth Goose was tbo eld- 


est daughter of Elizabeth Foster, who 
July 5, 1692, married into a colonial 
family originally 
known as 
Vertl- 


goose, later as Vergoose and finally 
shortene4»to Goose. 
Thomasx Fleet 


was an. English printer who had coma 
to Boston in'1712 and started a print- 
ing house on Pudding lane. 


In 1719 there appeared from ths 


Fleet press a. small volume 'entitled 
"Songs for {he ,-Xursey or Mother 
Goose's Melodies for Children—price. 2 
coppers." 
So far as is known, this 


is the earliest printed edition of the 
Mother Goose rhymes and no copy of 
the pamphlet now exists. The verses 
are supposed to have been recited to 
the Fleet children by 
"Mother" 
or. - 


Grandmother, Goose, the mother-in-law 
ofvThomas Fleet, who collected, the' 
strango collection 
of 
rhymes

printed them, feeling that they would 
have a. ready sale.

A request for assistant In enlarg- 


ing the capacity of the filtration plant 
of Appleton water department was 
made to tho common council by J. J. 
Plank, chairman of tho water com- 
mission 
Wednesday 
evening. 
Mr. 


Plank explained that tho demand for 
water is growing so rapidly that it 
is absolutely necessary to enlarge tho 
filter capacity by next summer. 


Ho proposes an extension of the 


present filtration plant largo enough to 
hold four more filters, one or two of 
which are to be built during the com- 
ing winter and summer. The other 
is absolutely necessary to enlarge the 
two filters can bo built at a later 
period. Tho plan also Includes rebuild- 
ing of tho present filters which are 
showing signs of wear. -Q?hje estimated 
cost of building the addition to the 
plant, installing four new filters and 
rebuilding the old one is $65,000. The 
work contemplated for the immediate 
futuro will cost about $25.000. 


USE SURPLUS FUND 


Mr, Plank explained that the water 


department soon will havo a surplus 
of $15,000 above its depreciation re- 
serve and it requests permission of 
tho council to use this money for the 
work at tho filtration plant. The Bum. 
however. Is not sufficient to pay for 
tho work and ho asked the council to 
appropriate the additional money that 
will be needed. 
The verbal request Is to be put in 


writing and it is probable that defl- 
nlto action will be taken at the next 
meeting. In the meantime the com- 
mlss'on will prepare plans and speci- 
fications for tho work. 
Mr. Plonk explained that rebuilding 


of the old flltefs will be paid by the 
water commission out of its deprecia- 
tion reserve but the new filters must 
be considered as capital investment. 


. PAYMENTS TO CITY 


In his address to the council Mr. 


Plank showed by charts that the "wa- 
ter department 
is returning to the 


city at least as much money as the 
city pays 
to the department. He 


showed that in 1922 tho total payment 
of the city to the water department 
for service was S39.2S8.9S and the to- 
tal return of the water department to 
tho city was $48.302.50. or $9,013.52 
more than the city paid to the depart- 
ment. 


The city of Appleton In 1922 paid 


$34,000 for hydrant rental, 5770.72 for 
street sprinkling water, $4,618.71 for 
water used by schools, bubblers, muni- 
cipal buildings and other municipal 
purposes. 


Returns to the oity include $18,405 


as Interest on water department 
bonds, $15,518 taxes, $4SO for rent of 
offices in tho city hall, $14,378.96 as 
dividend. 


So far this year tho water depart- 


ment has paid tho city $6,512.37 more 
than the city has paid the water de- 
partment, Mr. Plonk showed. 


While tho money that is paid as in- 
terest on bonds does not go to the 
city but to tho 
bondholders, Mr. 


Plank explained that if tho 
water 


commission did not pay that Interest 
out of its earnisgs the city would be 
obliged to pay it cut of Its general 
fund. 
1C the water department did 


not pay the interest it would bo able 
to increase its dividend by the sum of 
tho Interest, it was explained. 


Mr. Plank also showed that tho city 


is not making a gift to tho water de- 
partment -when it buys new equip- 
ment for tho plant or installs water- 
mains.
